Police and paramedics ar¬ 
rived on scene and the boy 
was transported to the IWK 
Health Centre for observa¬ 
tion. He has been given a 
clean bill of health. 

“Right now we believe it 
was a very unfortunate mis¬ 
take,” Taplin said. “The 
mother was very 
distraught, upset.”

Balance still eyed 

But premier avoids specifics of plans to even shortfall

Premier Darrell Dexter 
says it may still be 
possible to balance the 
books without raising tax¬ 
es or cutting spending. 

Dexter spoke yesterday 
for the first time since the 
independent firm Deloitte 
released its audit of the 
province’s books Monday, 
showing Nova Scotia is fac¬ 
ing a $ 1.3-billion deficit by 
2012-13. 

While announcing his 
new economic advisory 
panel yesterday, Dexter said 
it still may be possible for 
him to keep all of his elec-

tion promises, despite these 
figures, which are much 
worse than earlier projec¬ 
tions. 

“I still believe that these 
things are not impossible to 
do,” he said. 

When asked how the 
province could handle its 
massive shortfall without 
cuts or tax hikes, Dexter 
avoided specifics. 

“Governments make tens 
of thousands of decisions,” 
he told reporters. “There 


are many, many things that 
impact revenues, every¬ 
thing from the price of nat¬ 
ural gas to the economic 
model that is used to proj¬ 
ect growth. All of those 
things are still in the mix.” 

According to the Liberals, 
it’s a matter of the NDP 
making promises that could 
never be fulfilled. Liberal 
MLA Diana Whalen said yes¬ 
terday there’s no way the 
government can live up to 
all its commitments while 
staying out of debt. 

“If you know accounting 
there’s only two ways you 
can get more money: 
You’re going to either raise 
more revenue or you’re go¬ 
ing to cut your expenses,” 


Whalen said. 

“There’s going to be bro¬ 
ken promises. What we saw 
in the election was unrealis¬ 
tic.” 

One thing Dexter did say 
was the government was 
looking into was amending 
the provincial Finance Act. 
Currently, the act requires 
any deficit to be paid back 
the following year, which 
would add an $84-million 
burden to this year’s books. 

But Dexter wouldn’t con¬ 
firm if the NDP were look¬ 
ing to re-borrow offshore 
money to pay for services — 
the issue that led to the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative de¬ 
feat in the legislature this

Facing a major debt 
problem, Premier Darrell 
Dexter is looking for some 
advice. 

Dexter announced yester¬ 
day the creation of an eco¬ 
nomic advisory panel. The 
move comes in response to 
a Deloitte financial report 
released this week showing 
the province’s expenditures 
steadily rising while income 
is expected to flatline and 
even drop. 

The panel will be tasked 
with finding the best way to 
keep the province from 
falling into crushing debt, 
but there are limits to its 
mandate. 

About 20,000 civil servant 
contracts are up for negotia¬ 
tion this fall and their bar¬ 
gaining will play a huge roll 
in the next several years of 
the province. More con¬ 
tracts are up for negotiation 
in the spring. 

But the panel won’t 
deal with those contracts 
or make any suggestions 
on how much civil ser¬ 
vants should be paid. Dex¬ 
ter said it will instead fo¬ 
cus on broader public pol¬ 
icy issues. 

“This is why we did this 
report, this is why we’re 
putting this information 
out there, this is why we 
have the economic adviso¬ 
ry panel, because we want 
to get the government off 
of what was an unsustain-

Funding freeze forces shelter to turn away women in need

Animals rights activists, 
especially in Europe, are 
trying to shut down Cana¬ 
da’s seal-hunting industry, 
and the European Union 
voted this year to impose a 
trade ban on seal products. 

Canada has vowed to 
fight the trade sanctions, 
saying that claims that seal 
hunters abuse the animals 
in the process of hunting 
them are false and that 
criticism of the industry is

Suicide blast kills hope as vote nears 


A suicide bomber rammed 
an explosive-laden car 
into a NATO convoy in the 
Afghan capital yesterday, 
killing at least eight. 

It was a gruesome escala¬ 
tion in a wave of violence 
two days before an elec¬ 
tion the Taliban has vowed 
to disrupt. 

Rockets also hit Kabul, 
several rural polling sta¬ 
tions were attacked, a 
provincial council candi¬ 
date was gunned down and 
three election workers 
were killed by a bomb in 
violence ahead of tomor¬ 
row’s vote. Incumbent 
Hamid Karzai is seeking 
re-election in the second 
presidential ballot since 
the Taliban were ousted in 
2001. 

Officials said more than 
50 people were wounded 
in the car bombing, the 
second massive strike of its 
kind in four days.

HRM police respond to 
critics on rescue efforts 


Re: Witness blasts cops 
over rescue efforts, 

Aug. 18 

This was a tragic inci¬ 
dent where a person lost 
his life. On behalf of Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police, I 
would like to extend con¬ 
dolences to the family. 

As is always the case in 
an emergency, respond¬ 
ing officers were con¬ 
fronted with conflicting 
information. Officers up¬ 
on arrival were advised 
the man had swum under 
the ferry terminal head¬ 
ing south and it was un¬ 
clear the man was in dis¬ 
tress. An officer immedi¬ 
ately began to search for 
the person by checking 
the side of the terminal 
where it was reported the 
man was last seen. Other 
officers used a floating 
dock in an effort to locate 
the man in the water. 

When someone in the 
crowd indicated they 
could see him, a private 
citizen jumped into the 


water followed by two of¬ 
ficers who assisted her. 
They were able to retrieve 
the man and return him 
to the dock where a third 
officer assisted by citizens 
began CPR until relieved 
by medical first respon¬ 
ders. It is common for 
people watching the same 
event to report seeing it 
differently, especially in 
such circumstances. 

I know those people 
who tried to rescue this 
man regret very deeply it 
was in vain. It is unfortu¬ 
nate your story took such 
a negative and unfair per¬ 
spective regarding the 
young officers who re¬ 
sponded to this incident. 
An inflammatory head¬ 
line does little to tell the 
story of what happened. 

Often deeds speak loud¬ 
er than words, and in my 
view the deeds of all those 
who tried to help that 
day, including the police 
officers, tell a much dif¬ 
ferent story.

that there are a number of 
myths surrounding the cur¬ 
rent economic crisis,” said 
Deborah Gillis, North Amer¬ 
ican vice-president of Cata¬ 
lyst. “Top-level employees, 
for the most part, are still 
hireable and mobile.” 

The numbers were 
reached by analyzing infor¬ 
mation collected from over 
800 MBA alumni from 26 
leading business schools 
spanning across continents 
— including Asia, Europe 
and North America. The re¬ 
sponding alumni graduated 
between 1996 and 2007. 

In fact, the research 
shows that only 10 per cent 
of respondents reported los¬ 
ing their jobs due to down¬ 
sizing or closure. 

Of that 10 per cent, how¬ 
ever, women executives 
were three-times more like¬ 
ly to lose their jobs than 
their male counterparts. 
While six per cent of male 
senior employees lost their 
jobs because of downsizing, 
a substantial 19 per cent of 
high-ranking women em¬ 
ployees suffered the same 
fate. 

Gillis explains that be¬ 
cause of a lack of mentors, 
role models, connections 
and networks, women are 
more likely than men to be 
laid off. This is because 
men, who have traditional¬ 
ly outnumbered women in 
senior positions, have estab¬ 
lished networks to keep 
them on board. 

“Decisions need to be 


made to fix the barriers 
women face,” she said. 
“Networks need to be put in 
place for women to acquire 
role models and mentors so 
they can advance within 
their organizations.” 

Based on this, it appears 


that as more women ac¬ 
quire senior positions, these 
networks will be created 
and strengthened. 

The data in the report is 
focused on the time period 
between November 2007 
and June 2009.

2010 Chevrolet Equinox a quiet revolution for SUVs

When a company debuts a 
new model, it sometimes 
brings along competitors’ 
models for journalists to 
drive back-to-back. No one 
brings one that outshines 
the new model, so when 
GM introduced the all- 
new 2010 Chevrolet Equi¬ 
nox and rolled out a 
Toyota RAV4 and Honda 
CR-V for comparison, 
everyone took notice. 

The verdict: This new 
Equinox gives GM the abil¬ 
ity to stand solidly head-to- 
head in the crowded com¬ 
pact SUV market against 
its domestic and imported 
opponents. 

Also trimmed and 



badged as the GMC Ter¬ 
rain, the Equinox is built 
in Ingersoll, Ont. The pre¬ 
vious Equinox came only 
with a choice of two V6 en¬ 
gines, but for 2010, there 
are two new powerplants: 
a 2.4-litre four-cylinder or 
3.0-litre V6, both with di¬ 
rect injection and mated 
to six-speed automatic 
transmissions. Both can 
be ordered in front- 
wheel-drive or with an all¬ 
wheel system that primari¬ 
ly runs the front wheels, 
but sends power to the 
rear if necessary. At a com¬ 
bined rating of 7.8 L/100 
1cm, GM says the four- 
cylinder is class-leading 
for fuel economy. 

The four-cylinder starts 
at $25,995 and runs to 
$33,460. The V6 is an extra

$1,725 

and only comes with 
18-inch wheels priced at 
$325, so it’s an extra 
$2,050 on each model. 
Those who need the V6’s 
stronger towing capacity 
(1,500 lbs for the four; 
3,500 lbs for the six) will 
probably step up, but for 


other driving condi¬ 
tions, the 182-horse¬ 
power four-cylinder 
works well enough that 
the bigger engine’s 264 
horses are overkill. GM has 
also wisely made the four- 
cylinder available in all 
trim lines, so you don’t 
need to order the V6 if you 
want the top-line LTZ’s 


toys. Most impressive is 
how quiet it is. 

It’s been sound- 
deadened and 
sealed to within 
an inch of its 
life, but since 
smaller engines 
are inherently 
louder, the four- 
cylinder model 
adds an extra 
trick: Two cabin- 
mounted sensors 
that monitor interior 
sound and then, when nec¬ 
essary, send a wave from 
the subwoofer to offset any 
noise. 

It’s similar to the way 
noise-cancelling head¬ 
phones work, and it allows 
the engineers to run the 
engine at a lower rpm for 
improved fuel economy.

Well, that would make 
me think you’re not taking 
this infrastructure thing 
seriously enough my 
friend. 

OK, maybe you got more 
pressing concerns to worry 


about — like how to pro¬ 
gram your PVR so you don’t 
miss any more episodes of 
Cubical Makeover. 

Thankfully, there are a 
bunch of concerned citi¬ 
zens, consultants, govern¬ 
ments, and eager business 
enterprises who have all 
been busy of late, envision¬ 
ing that electric-car future. 
Let’s take a quick look at 
what’s they’re picturing, 
and worrying about... 

• Charge stations with 
high-voltage power (400- 
600 volts), so “fill ups” can 
be done in minutes. 

• Charge stations that will 
also allow payments by 
credit cards, and figure out 
how much to charge, 
based on the real time cost 
of electricity. 

• The first wave of charge 
stations will be in city 
cores, and near bus, train, 


and subway stations. 
Charge stations on the 
prairies? Maybe later. 

• Another or supplemental 
option is places where 
drained battery packs can 
be quickly exchanged for 
fully-charged packs. But for 
that to work we will need 
standardized battery packs. 

• More electricity will be 
needed and it will have to 
be clean (wind, solar, wave, 
etc). Putting coal-generated 
electricity into vehicles 
will not make the carbon 
footprint go down a size. 

You can see we’ve got a 
way to go yet. That’s why 
some feel hybrids, will be 
very popular and necessary 
until we transition to an 
electrical future. They don’t 
need that expensive infra¬ 
structure we talked about. 

But surprisingly, govern¬ 
ments here and around the 


world seem willing to in¬ 
vest in electrical infrastruc¬ 
ture. California and Israel 
are well on their way, and 
there are big projects 
planned for Arizona and 
Oregon. 

I think this is because 
they see it as more of their 
purvey, like garbage collec¬ 
tion and the water supply. 
To them, hydrogen is just 
another fuel; so let the fuel 
companies worry about 
that. 

Ontario recently initiated 
some incentives so that one 
out of every 20 vehicles 
driven in the province 
might be electrically-pow¬ 
ered by 2020. 

These incentives include 
customer rebates of up to 
$10,000 and the installation 
of charge spots at Ontario 
government and Toronto’s 
Go Transit locations. 


As usual, the automakers 
are not totally on board. 
They’re leery about putting 
all their expensive R&D 
eggs in one basket, lest 
some other technology 
comes along and blows 
them out of the water. 

For instance, someone 
might finally figure out 


how to capture all that 
methane produced by cattle 
flatulence. If that happens 
and all you’re building is 
electrical motors, well, that 
would be a bummer.

Ferrari model's sweet wail could wake the dead

Ferrari aficionados were a 
trifle worried about the 
2009 California. Developed 
with the intent of expand¬ 
ing Ferrari’s market beyond 
the highly-focused V8 mid- 
engined F430 and the clas¬ 
sic V12 front-engined 612 
Scagliatti and 599 GTB, 
would this “user-friendly” 
2+2 featuring the marque’s 
first front-mounted V8, 
first twin-clutch transmis¬ 
sion and first folding hard¬ 
top be less of a Prancing 
Horse and more of Mincing 
Pony? A trophy car for tro¬ 
phy wives? Would it be a 
real Ferrari? 

Allow me to answer those 
questions. No. Most likely. 
Hell, yeah. 

Prodding the California’s 
throttle delivers eye-widen¬ 
ing forward thrust accom¬ 
panied by a wail from the 
flat-plane-cranlc 4.3L V8 that 
could wake the dead — and 
have them cheering. 

Added to this is a sym¬ 
phony of snaps, crackles 
and pops while flicking 
through the gears of the 
fast-shifting seven-speed 
box. Nothing sounds like a 
Ferrari, and with the hard¬ 
top accordioned after its 14- 


second ballet, you’ll feel 
you’re getting every pen¬ 
ny’s worth of that $262,000 
investment. 

The all-aluminum Califor¬ 
nia is a striking car, and 
here in been-there-done- 
that So-Cal, the red speci¬ 
men I drove with optional 
20-inch wheels was mobbed 
at every stop. 

The side vents and func¬ 
tional hood scoop recall the 
1954-1964 California 250 
GTs from which this car 
gets its name. 

The back end is a tad, er... 
voluptuous, but its girth is 
pretty well-disguised by the 
sweeping fenders carved in¬ 
to the rear flanks. 

Swathed in finely stitched 
leather, the interior is un¬ 
mistakably Ferrari, especial¬ 
ly if you go for the classic 


tan hide. 

The back seats are pretty 
much unusable, so if you 
don’t need to cany small 
children the no-cost parcel 
shelf option seems a good 
idea. 

The jewel of the Califor¬ 
nia lies under the hood — a 
revised version of the F430’s 
4.3L DOHC 90-degree V8 
featuring Ferrari’s first ap¬ 
plication of direct injection. 
It delivers 453 hp and 358 
lb.-ft. of torque, with 75 per 
cent of that twist available 
from 2,250 r.p.m. 

It’s not all sunshine in the 
California, however. The 
standard carbon-ceramic 
Brembo brakes squeal, the 
transmission gets jerky in 
stop-and-go traffic, and the 
seats don’t offer a lot of lat¬ 
eral support.

What are your teens 
doing behind wheel? 

Survey finds out if moms are snooping on kids 


Monitoring devices 


For teenagers, getting 
their driver’s license is one 
of life’s most exciting mo¬ 
ments. 

For a parent, it’s one of 
the most distressing. 

New technologies prom¬ 
ise to alleviate parents’ 
worries by keeping tabs 
on their teen drivers, but 
the use of these tools rais¬ 
es an ethical question: Do 
they cross the line be¬ 
tween good parenting and 
invasion of privacy? Moth- 
erProof.com surveyed 
moms of U.S. teens to 
gauge how much snoop¬ 
ing they’re willing to do. 

MotherProof.corn’s sur¬ 
vey found that two-thirds 
of moms don’t use technol¬ 
ogy to snoop on their teen 
drivers: 64 per cent of 
moms said they would not 
put a camera or GPS track¬ 
ing device in their child's 
vehicle. 

However, 53 per cent of 
moms admitted to investi- 


Research suggests that mon¬ 
itoring devices reduce risky 
teen driving. 

A 2009 study by the Insur¬ 
ance Institute for Highway 
Safety, In-Vehicle Monitoring 
and the Driving Behavior of 
Teenagers, followed 85 recent¬ 
ly licensed teenagers with 
monitoring devices in their ve¬ 
hicles. 

gating the contents of 
their teen’s car, and 36 per 
cent said they regularly 
check the miles on their 
teen’s car to see how much 
they’re driving. 

While most moms are 
very trusting, the survey 
indicates that younger 
moms are more likely to 
second-guess their teen’s 
driving habits. Some inter¬ 
esting results among this 
group include: 

• 59 per cent of moms ages 


IIHS found that monitoring 
devices reduced risky driving 
among teens, especially when 
it came to seat belt use. 

With the rate of fatal crash¬ 
es four times as high for driv¬ 
ers ages 16-19 as it is for older 
drivers, any reduced risk these 
monitoring devices bring 
could make them very appeal¬ 
ing to parents. 

25-34 either would consid¬ 
er putting a camera or GPS 
system in their teen’s car 
or have already done so, 
versus 43 per cent of 
moms ages 35-44 and 27 
per cent of moms ages 45- 
54. 

• 57 per cent of moms 25- 
34 have followed their 
child in traffic to see 
where they’re going and 
investigate their driving

Egyptian capital has lots to offer once you’ve seen the big attractions

Without question, a first¬ 
time visit to Cairo is all 
about taking in phenome¬ 
nal sights from the Sphinx 
and the pyramids at Giza 
to the ancient Citadel and 
the National Museum, 
which is cluttered with a 
breathtaking collection of 
sarcophagi and statues of 
Ancient Egyptian gods. 

But when you’ve 
checked these historical 
items off your to-do list, it’s 
time for entertainment 
and relaxation; for a drink 
and a bite to eat. 

Cairo is a huge city and 
the traffic is absolutely 
crazy, what with with four 
million cars on the road. 
Taking a taxi is the easiest 
way to get from one part of 
the Egyptian capital to the 
next. Even if you’re an ex¬ 
pert at haggling, you will 
be paying more for a cab 
than the Egyptians do, but 
it’s still a lot cheaper than 
it is in most European 
cities. 

Once you’ve accepted 
this fact you can sit back 
and enjoy the roller coaster 
ride that is a cab trip 
through the cradle of civi¬ 
lization, as the Cairenes 
like to call their city. 

Start off in downtown 
Cairo to get a feel for the 
energy in this city, which 
truly never sleeps. See the 
shops, bargain for sou¬ 
venirs and go have a drink 
in El Horreya Pub on Bab el 
Louie Square. For a quick 
snack you can get an inex¬ 
pensive falafel sandwich.

ning views over Cairo. 
Close to the National Muse¬ 
um, near a shopping cen¬ 
tre. From about $17 per 
night for a single room and

Where to eat: 

Restaurant Abou el Sid, 
26th of July street 157, Za- 
malelc. This beautifully-dec- 
orated restaurant offers de¬ 
licious Egyptian cuisine 
with Turkish and Lebanese 
influences, served up by 
friendly waiters. A variety 
of dishes on your table 
costs about $10. You may 


have to wait 20 minutes to 
get a table, but it’s worth it. 

Where to drink: 

For a cheap beer and 
great atmosphere, visit El 
Horreya Pub in downtown 
Cairo, on Bab el Louk 
Square. You can get half a 
litre of Stella for about $1 
and drink it in the compa¬ 
ny of Egyptians and for¬ 
eigners of all walks of life, 
and lots of creative types. 
El Horreya is also known as 
Freedom Cafe. 

Where to see live music: 

With live music almost 
eveiy night, the Cairo Jazz 
Club in Zamalelc is a nicely 
crowded, energetic place 
with good prices for food 
and drinks.

Well-priced 
food and cozy 
accommodation 
await hikers in 
Austrian Alps

The Austrian alpine city of 
Innsbruck may not be the 
obvious choice for a budg¬ 
et holiday, but it’s a very 
good starting point for a 
low-cost hiking trip. 

The area offers breath¬ 
taking walks in some of the 
most beautiful mountains 
in Europe and reasonably- 
priced stays in the pretty 
villages surrounding the 
Tyrolese capital. 

More serious hikers 
might opt to stay at the 
welcoming huts that can 
be found throughout the 
Alps, where you can sleep 
soundly and eat veiy well, 
generally at low prices. 

The unstable weather in 
the Alps — there are fre¬ 
quent heavy showers even 
during summer — is not an 


obstacle for a nice day out 
in Innsbruck. The pedestri¬ 
an-only historical centre, 
the Altstadt, has entire 
streets packed with shops 
as well as coffee shops, 
restaurants and bars with 
tables in the open air. 


This former imperial city 
thrives on its strategic loca¬ 
tion, as well as its excellent 
winter sports infrastruc¬ 
ture and summertime na¬ 
ture activities. Surrounded 
by mountains, it hosted the 
Winter Olympic Games in 


1964 and 1976. 

Cable cars take you from 
the city to several peaks 
with altitudes above 2,000 
and 3,000 metres, so you 
can start your walk in the 
heart of the mountains. 
During the week Austrians 


of all ages stroll rhythmi¬ 
cally along the mountain 
paths, and on the weekend 
they’re joined by local fam¬ 
ilies. Inns located at key 
points make it easy to refu¬ 
el and it’s common to see 
groups of Tyrolese people 
in cheerftil reunions 
around a table covered 

with beer_ 

glasses after a 
walk up the 
mountain. 

Start your 
hike in the 
heart of the 
Tyrol on the 
2,250-metre-high moun¬ 
tain of Patscherkofel, just 
south of Innsbruck. After a 
cable car ride up from the 
Alpine village of Igls, the 
walk starts at the Zirben- 
weg path. 

Along the route you’ll see 
rare flowers including the 
Alpenrose (similar to the 
azalea) and the Enzian, a 
symbol of the Alps. The 
paths are well delineated 
with the international 
mark, just like the Austrian 
flag: Two red stripes and a 
white one.

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At last, Cubans sample tourism luxury

Floating, cocktail drink in 
hand, in the pool of a five- 
star hotel in Cuba, Alexis 
basks in a holiday experi¬ 
ence that for years was out 
of reach for him in his own 
homeland. 

The pastel-colored hotel 
buildings, the well-ordered 
gardens, the turquoise wa¬ 
ters and the perpetually 
smiling waiters — all just 
140 kilometres east of his 
home in Havana. So near, 
and yet for many years, so 
far away. 

Until last year, Cuba’s 
communist government 
prevented its citizens from 
entering hotels reserved for 
hard currency-paying for¬ 
eign tourists. It argued that 
tourism was a strategic rev¬ 
enue sector and that widen¬ 
ing access would create in¬ 
equalities in a socialist soci¬ 
ety, where most earn incon¬ 
vertible Cuban pesos. 

The tourist hotels, whose 
services, shops and restau¬ 
rants are a world away 
from the hardships and 
shortages experienced by 
most Cubans, remained 
largely out of bounds for or¬ 
dinary citizens. This prohi¬ 
bition angered most 


Cubans, who considered it 
made them second-class cit¬ 
izens in their own home¬ 
land. 

But when President Raul 
Castro took over from his 
ailing older brother Fidel 
Castro last year, one of his 


first acts was to end the ban 
and open all facilities to 
Cubans. The change was 
widely popular even 
though most islanders still 
can not afford to stay at the 
tourist hotels. 

“Let me tell you, this is 


great,” said Alexis, an em¬ 
ployee of a state-run Ha¬ 
vana hard currency store 
who declined to give his 
full name, as his girlfriend 
returned from the bar with 
more mojitos. 

In the years immediately 


following the 1959 revolu¬ 
tion, Cuban workers were 
allowed into the island’s 
premier resorts, yet the 
need to earn much-needed 
hard currency led to the de¬ 
velopment again of a more 
exclusive foreign tourism 
sector, especially over the 
last 15 years. 

But the global financial 
crisis has taken a big bite 
out of Cuba’s international 
tourism, so the Cuban trav¬ 
el industry, seeking to 
boost occupation in half- 
empty hotels, has begun of¬ 
fering reduced-price pack¬ 
age deals to Cubans. 

At $70 a night for an all- 
inclusive hotel in Varadero, 
Cuba’s top beach resort, 
prices are well below what 
foreigners pay, but still out 
of reach for most Cubans 
struggling to make ends 
meet on state salaries that 
average less than $20 a 
month. 

According to Tourism 


Minister Manuel Marrero, 
Cubans have accounted for 
10 per cent of occupancy at 
Cuba’s high-end hotels this 
summer. 

The opening of a domes¬ 
tic market is giving more 
visibility to an emerging 
class of wealthier Cubans 
who have hard currency in 
their pockets and are eager 
to sport the coloured wrist¬ 
bands of the fancy all-inclu¬ 
sive hotels. 

The new Cuban internal 
tourists are professionals, 
technicians working for 
foreign joint ventures and 
people receiving dollar re¬ 
mittances from relatives 
living abroad. 

“Before a foreigner would 
ask us about Varadero and 
we did not know what to 
say,” recalls Roberto Garcia, 
a 43-year-old engineer who 
arrived from Havana with 
his family of six. “Now, if 
you have the money, you 
can do it.” reuters 
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tab/e

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Roth taps rage, anger 

Plays murderous soldier in Tarantino's Inglourious Basterds

As a terrified Nazi PoW 
kneels on the ground at 
gunpoint in front of a 
black, cavernous tunnel, a 
steady, rhythmic clanging 
sound of metal hitting 
brick begins filling the air. 
Suddenly a figure explodes 
outwards, a muscled brute 
wielding an aluminum 
baseball bat, swinging 
wildly for anything wear¬ 
ing a swastika. 

The SS know him as “The 
Bear Jew.” But we know 
him better as Eli Roth. 

Roth is the outspoken 
writer/director behind such 
modem grindhouse hits as 
Cabin Fever, Hostel and its 
even bloodier sequel. But 


it’s here, in Quentin Taran¬ 
tino’s latest film Inglouri¬ 
ous Basterds, where Roth 
gets to flex his acting 
chops. He plays Sgt. Donny 
Donowitz — a.lc.a. The Bear 
Jew — an angry, brain¬ 
bashing member of 
the titular band of 
merry Jewish- 
American Nazi 
hunters. 

“When Quentin 
asked me to do this, 

I knew I had to make 
The Bear believable,” says 
Roth of his first prominent 
acting gig (though he did 
have a credited role in 
Tarantino’s 2007 effort 
Death Proof). “I put on 40 
pounds of muscle. I wanted 
you to look at this guy and 
see all this murderous rage 
and pain and anger.” 


Inglourious Basterds is a 
pulp fantasy, following the 
exploits of various charac¬ 
ters and their attempts to 
murder as many followers 
of the Third Reich as pos¬ 
sible, including 
the Fuehrer 
himself. It 
madly shifts 
gears between 
muted charac¬ 
ter drama, car- 
toonish, gory ac¬ 
tion blowout and 
stylized spaghetti 
western and audiences 
who pre-screened the 
rough cut of the film at 
Cannes were either left 
mystified or completely en¬ 
raptured. 

But as Roth explains, the 
polarized reaction is typi¬ 
cal of Tarantino’s work. 


“Pulp Fiction took gener¬ 
al audiences three viewings 
to get it,” he says. “At first 
they said it was morally 
reprehensible. The second 
time, it had its moments. 
The third time they 
claimed it a masterpiece. 

“With Kill Bill Part One, 
some mourned the lack of 
great dialogue and said 
there was too much action. 
With Kill Bill 2 the same 
people said there was too 
much dialogue and not 
enough action. But with 
Basterds, I really think 
Quentin has made a land¬ 
mark film. 

“There are at least three 
scenes in it that students 
will be reading in acting 
class and really, you can’t 
sell it in a 30 second TV 
spot. It’s an experience.”
